gineer and importer, 
he has been able to 
draw upon his “re- 
stamp collections, he 





serves” in 
told members of the Fond du Lac 
Philatelic society on Sunday. Mr. 
Golding and Herman Wasmer, an- 


other Chicago collector, were 
guests at the Calumet hotel over 
Sunday and held informal recep- 


tions and exhibits in their rooms 
for the benefit of stamp collectors 
of the city and vicinity. 


Started as a stamp collector by 
his father at the age of 5, Mr. 
Golding gathered a general collec- 
tion which was rich in Cape of 
Good Hope triangles, and at the 
age of 19, when he had finished his 
apprenticeship with Carl Zeppelin, 
brother of Count Ferdinand von 
Zeppelin, inventor of the dirigible, 
he sold the collection for 250 
marks, using the money to go to 
take the examination for govern- 
ment engineers and to continue his 
studies. 


Traveling in 18 countries as a 
licensed engineer before coming to 
America, he started his second and 
final general collection. In 1915, 
when living in Chicago, he had an 
opportunity to purchase a home at 
a great bargain, about half its real 





value, and drew out of the bank his 
entire savings, $3,500 to buy the 
house. 


Make Good Profit 


On the way he met a man who 
had a beautiful cover which bore 
a 2-cent Hawaiian mission stamp, 
and though this was priced at con- 
siderably more, prevailed upon the 
man to sell it to him for $3,500 
cash. This venture almost cost him 
the affections of his wife, Mr. 
Golding said, but at a _philatelic 
society banquet a few days later 
he offered the cover at auction on 
a first bid of $5,000 and it was sold 
to a prominent Cleveland million- 
aire collector for $7,500. 


With this money he was able to 
buy the house, return his original 
savings to the bank and give his 
wife $500 for new furniture. While 
he has added a double garage and 
office to the residence, the home as 
he purchased it with the profit 
from the sale of one stamp remains 
his residence. 


In 1918, when he lost all his in- 
vestments in a coal mining ven- 
ture, Mr. Golding sold his collec- 
tion for $18,000, which gave him a 
new start. 


Air mails were just coming “in- 
to the picture” at that time and 
Mr. Golding organized the Chicago 
Aero Philatelic society, becoming 
its first president and one of the 
outstanding collectors in this field. 


His present collection consists of 
more than 10,000 eovers, including 
practically all the pioneer first 
flights, many autographed by avi- 
ators. He has refused offers of 
more than $150,000 for his collec- 
tion of air mail stamps and covers, 
the offers not including bids for at 
least an equal number of dupli- 
cates. 


Visited With Flyers 


Mr. Golding headed a party of 
Chicago philatelists who went to 
Madison two weeks ago to attend 
the reception for Post and Gatty, 
round-the-world flyers, and with 
Mr. Wasmer as companion, con- 
tinued on to Fremont to fish. 


As a side trip he went to Apple- 
ton last week to visit old friends. 
Early in his American career as an 
engineer he had been employed by 
an Appleton contracting firm and 
built the electric light plant at Ke- 
waunee. While at Appleton he was 
“discovered” by collectors and he 
and Mr. Wasmer were guests at a 
banquet at the Hotel Conway at 
which most of the members of the 
Appleton Philatelic Society were 
present. 


On Saturday he visited collectors 
at Oshkosh and came on to Fond 
du Lac to spend the week-end, at- 
tracted by the fact that the city 
is the home of one of the most ac- 
tive branches of the Society of 
Philatelic Americans.

YORKTOWN COMMEMORATIVE 
POSTAGE STAMP 


Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, 


Washington, Sept. 1, 1931. 


Postmasters and employees of 
the Postal Service are notified 
that the department is preparing 
to issue a special postage stamp in 
the 2-cent denomination to com- 
memorate the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the Battle 
of Yorktown. 

The stamp is rectangular in 
shape, 0.89 by 1.46 inches in di- 
mensions. It is printed in two col- 
ors, the background being in red 
and the three portraits, composing 
the central design, in black. Ina 
horizontal line across the top of 
the stamp are the words “United 
States Postage” in small white 
Roman letters. Directly below 
on a white ribbon panel in red 
lettering is the word “Yorktown” 
in the center with the dates on 
either side “1781” at the left and 
“1931” on the right. At the base 
of the stamp in a small panel with 
curled scrolls at either end is 
the word “Cents” in white faced 
Roman on a solid background. In 
each lower corner in a small panel 
with narrow white border and 
scrolled top is the numeral ‘2” in 
white Roman on ai solid back- 
ground. Extending across the cen- 
ter of the stamp are three ovals 
with white outer and red inner 
line borders containing, in order,

in* red lettering on white ribbon 
panels at the base of the ovals. 

The Yorktown stamp will first 
be placed on sale October 19, 1931, 
at the post offices in Yorktown, 
Va., and Wethersfield, Conn. 
(branch of Hartford). The new 
stamp will be available for pur- 
chase at other post offices and the 
Philatelic Agency on October 20. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancelations of the 2-cent 
Yorktown commemorative stamp 
may send a limited number of ad- 
dressed covers, not to exceed 10, 
to the postmasters at the above 
offices with a cash or postal-money 
order remittance to exactly cover 
the value of the stamps required 
for affixing. Other postage stamps 
will positively not be accepted in 
payment of the Yorktown stamps. 
Covers will be accepted from bona- 
fide subscribers only, and each 
cover must be properly and legibly 
addressed; covers bearing pencil 
addresses will not be accepted. 
Special care must be taken in ad- 
dressing covers to bear blocks of 
four of the stamps to allow suf- 
ficient clear space for the attach- 
ing of the stamps. Compliance 
can not be made with unusual re- 
quests, such as for the affixing of 
stamps bearing plate numbers or 
the irregular placing of the 
stamps on covers, ete. Requests 
for a supply of uncanceled York- 
town stamps must not be included 
in orders for first-day covers. If 
uncanceled stamps for collection 
purposes are desired, a separate 
order should be sent to the Phila- 
telic Agency, Division of Stamps, 
Post Office Department, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and it will receive 
prompt attention. 

Postmasters at all direct and 
central accounting post offices will 
be furnished their pro rata share 
of the Yorktown stamps on requi- 
sitions prepared in the department. 
Central acccunting postmasters 
will send a limited supply of York- 
town stamps to each district post 
office for placing on sale October 
20, or as soon thereafter as possi- 
ble. District postmasters who are 
furnished Yorktown stamps on 
requisitions prepared in the cen- 
tral accounting post office will re- 
mit for the stamps to the central 
accounting postmaster immediately 
upon receipt of the stock. 

IMPORTANT.—In order that the 
Yorktown stamps may be avail- 
able for purchase at post offices 
throughout the country on October 
20, shipments will be sent in ad- 
advance, but postmasters are spe- 
cifically directed that under no cir- 
cumstances shall they permit any 
of the Yorktown stamps to be sold 
before October 20, 1931.

SEALS 


By W. L. Kinkead,

This article has been written 
with the hope that some one who 
may chance to read it, will help in 
adding to our knowledge of. these 
seals. 

The first Tuberculosis Christmas 
seals to our knowledge issued in 
Canada were those by the Mus- 
koka Free Hospital for Consump- 
tives, dated 1908-09, and for the 


following years dated 1909-10, 
1910, 1911, 2 in 1912, 1913, 1914- 
15, 1916, 1918, 1919, 1920, 1921, 
1922, but none since. 

During 1923, Muskoka, Queen 


Mary, and Toronto Hospitals sold 
seals, ten to an envelope for 10c, 
but the seals had no identity as to 
the hospital. 

The Canadian postal authorities 
have used cancelling slogans read- 
ing: “Help the Muskoka Hospital 


for Consumptives” and “Buy 
Christmas Tuberculosis Seals”, 
during 1927 and possibly other 
years. 


Queen Mary Hospital for Con- 
sumptive Children issued seals of 
the same design as Muskoka Free 
Hospital, for the years 1919-1920- 
1921, except the change of name. 
But none since to our knowledge. 

Toronto Free Hospital for Con- 
sumptives issued seals in 1915 and 
1918 same design as Muskoka and 
in 1917, but of a different design, 
so far as we know. 

Essex County, St. Johns County, 
also issued seals in 1924-25, same 
design as Muskoka of 1918, but 
with change of name. 

Hamilton Mountain Sanatorium 
for Consumptives issued an un- 
dated seal in red and green of a 
design somewhat similar to Mus- 
koka 1908-9 seal. We only know 
this one. 

Essex County Sanatorium and 
Essex Health Ass’n of Ottawa, 
which seem to be connected, issued 
seals 1911-1913-14-15 and in 1923 
and 1925; this is same design as 
Muskako 1918.

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In 1927, arrangements were 
made with the National Tubercu- 
losis Association of the U. S. A. 
and seals of the same design as 
our seals, were printed in Canada. 
Some with and some without the 
words “Bonne Sante.” 

Again in 1928 the N. T. A. de- 
sign was followed but the wording 
is “Bonne Annee” and date 1929. 

In 1929 the N. T. A. design was 
used and the seals dated 1929 
were issued in English “Christmas 
Greetings” and in French “Bonne 


Sante”. While again in 1930 the 
design was followed and _ their 
wording of 1929, but the seals 


were printed with a red border in 
contrast to the U. S. seals. 

This brief review of the Christ- 
mas Seals of Canada in the posses- 
sion of the writer, we hope will 
stir other collectors to help the 
writer complete his collections— 
and at the same time enlarge our 
knowledge of these interesting 
seals. 

To bring our knowledge to the 
point where we have brought the 
seals of the N. T. A of the U.S.A., 
we need considerable additional in- 
formation such as dates of issue, 
by whom issued, designer, printer, 
perforations, paper, differences, 
ete., ete.—W. L. Kinkead.

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RURAL MAIL SERVICE 


Thirty-five years ago the farmer 
and his family were almost iso- 
lated, living on widely scattered 
farms, some of them miles apart. 
They had comparatively little com- 
munication with their neighbors or 
the outside world. Often a farmer 
lost a full day’s work going to 
town or the village post office to 
get his mail. In those days the 
farmer’s mail consisted mostly of 
letters from relatives and friends 
and occasionally a weekly news- 
paper. Today the mail includes, the 
daily newspaper, weekly and 
monthly farm journals and maga- 
zines, business letters and social 
correspondence. All of these are 
now brought to his door or to the 
box a few yards away. Few in- 
stitutions in the history of Amer- 
ican progress can be credited with 
a more salutary effect upon the 
march of human progress than the 
Rural Service. 

The Rural Carrier is the farmer’s 
postoffice and his agent. Through 
him he conducts transactions for 
the sale of his live-stock, grain, 
and other farm products. From him 
he buys his stamps, pays his bills 
by postal order. He can register 
his letters, insure his parcels and 
order goods by parcel post, in fact 
transact any business that the city 
dweller can do at the local post 
office. The Rural Carrier is the 
medium that has transformed the 
once secluded farmer into a cos- 
mopolitan citizen, familiar with 
the current affairs and occupying a 
larger place in the destinies of a 
great nation. 

It was Postmaster General Wan- 
amaker that first suggested to 
Congress in 1891 the rural mail 
idea. It was discussed in Con- 
gress for five years before any 
definite action was taken. The

first bill carrying an appropriation 
to establish rural service was in- 
troduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives January 5, 1892. It 
failed to carry. On Oct. 1, 1896 
a bill finally passed carrying an 
appropriation of $40,000. Service 
was at once established on three 
routes in West Va. One from Char- 
lestown, one from Uvilla and one 
from Halltown. From this small 
beginning, nine months later found 
the service operating on 82 routes 
from 43 postoffices and in 29 states. 
Thirty-three years later the Rural 
Mail Service had grown to 438,683 
routes with a total mileage of 1,- 
328,972. 

By 1915, 26,080 fourth-class offi- 
ces had been discontinued as a re- 
sult of the extension of the Rural 
Mail Service. It is estimated that 
an annual saving of $1,613,040 was 
accomplished by the discontinuance 
of these offices while elimination of 
star contract routes saved $3,482,- 
070 per year. 

When the service was first in- 
augurated the salaries of rural car- 
riers was only $200 a year. They 
may now get as much as $2,160 a 
year, depending on the length of 
the routes, while some routes of 
50 miles or more pay up to $2,600. 

Illinois leads the nation both in 
the number of rural routes and in 
mileage, there being 2,524 routes 
covering a distance of 72,131 miles 
in that state. Ohio is second with 
2,421 routes and a mileage of 67,- 
211, Missouri is third, Texas 
fourth, Iowa fifth, Pennsylvania, 
sixth, New York seventh and Kan- 
sas eighth. 


NEWS FROM THE MOPHILA 


The International Philatelic Ex- 
hibition at Hamburg, known as the 
MOPHILA which closed Aug. 29, 
awarded the gold medal donated 
by Theodore E. Steinway of New 
York to S. Newbury of Chicago 
for his very wonderful newly 
mounted 80 pages collection of 
the first issue of Brazil stamps. 
The same exhibit in addition re- 
ceived a trophy in the Champion- 
ship Class. This collection is 
known for its large blocks, covers 
and variety of cancellations on the 
set of only three stamps, in use 
in 1843, four years before our own 
government issued postage stamps 
in 1847. This was the only gold 
medal awarded to an American ex- 
hibitor. In 1930 this exhibit re- 
ceived gold medal awards in Ant- 
werp and Berlin. The collection of 
Uruguay in over ninety volumes of 
E. J. Lee, London, received the 
grand trophy donated by President 
von Hindenburg as well as the 
gold medal by J. Murray Bartels, 
New York.

PRECANCEL NOTES 
By K. M. Gierhart 


Bloomfield, N. J., must use its 
rubber handstamp and electro con- 
currently as I picked up the 4e 
Taft in the handstamp the other 
day. I was under the impression 
that when the electro was used the 
handstamp became obsolete. 


In looking over a vertical block 
of 20 of Bloomfield Type IV I find 
that the J in N. J. comes directly 
under the I in Bloomfield in the 
fourth vertical row, in the other 
three rows it is between the F and 
I. I would like to see fifth row of 
this handstamp just for curiosity. 


Pieces like the above and larger 
are always interesting to study. I 
have a block of 50 Springfield, O., 
U-3 on the 5c due but the fellow 
who made that plate up knew his 
stuff, because try as I might I fail 
to even find a letter out of line. Of 
course variations are less common 
on electros than on handstamps. 


Baltimore, Md., will no longer be 
the first town listed under the 
Maryland hamlets. Alexandria, 
Md., comes out with a handstamp 
of the U-53 style. 


Athens, Ohio, is using another 
new handstamp. It’s a hard one to 
describe but I will do my _ best. 
Athens in the size letters of U-54 
and Ohio in very thin letters but 
about as tall as the letters used in 
making up the Athens. Because of 
the thin letters in Ohio it is scarce- 
ly half as long as Athens. This is 
between bars. 


The other day I picked up the 
new Red Cross stamp precancelled 
Worcester, Mass. In its U-10 type 
this makes a very attractive pre- 
cancel. I also have the Pulaski 
from the above town. Commem- 
orative precancels of this sort are 
welcomed by collectors as_ they 
come in staight varieties and at 
reasonable prices. 


Much interest has been shown 
concerning the New Haven blue 
ink varieties. So I will try to give 
to the readers of this column all 
the news of interest about these 
stamps that I can obtain. Mr. E. 
Schaffhauser of Allentown, Pa., 
showed me the 5c, so now all that 
remains to be accounted for is the 
14, 17, and 25. Of course the lower 
values but they are taken care of 
by buro prints.

Marry, did I! I fought for Hen- 
ry IV ot France, I fought with the 
English troops in Holland. I visit- 
ed Rome, Egypt and the Levant. 
I fought for Hungary against the 
Turks and before the two armies 
and on horseback I once fought and 
killed three Turkish champions in 
succession. Later I was wounded 
and captured in battle and sold as 
a slave. After my escape I re- 
turned to England and with others 
sailed to found the Virginia colony 
in December, 1606. We landed first 
at Dominica and then went to 
Nevis where a gallows was actu- 
ally erected on which to hang me 
as a ania but I proved my

innocence and we entered the 
Chesapeake Bay and_ founded 
Jamestown on April 26, 1607. Es- 
capes? My lad, in my day I saw 
more than one hundred thousand 
men fall and die beside me, while 
I lived for further adventures. 

That is wonderful, Cap’n Smith. 
And now will you tell me of the 
Pocahontas incident, how it hap- 
pened, and so on? 

One does not boast of his con- 
quests, young man. However, I may 
say that in the Colony we were ex- 
ceedingly short of food. I spent 
much time trafficing with the In- 
dians, but it was generally neces- 
sary to first fight them and then 
induce them to trade. I would ex- 
change them copper for food, and 
my fair exchanges won the friend- 
ship of Powhatan. Later I was cap- 
tured by his brother and was about 
to be pounded to death when the 
fair Pocahontas saved me _ by 
throwing her arms about me. 

She is pictured on the 5c stamp 
of the Jamestown series, but I 
will tell you a little secret. There 
is a much better picture of her on 
the $60 Periodical stamp. That is 
generally supposed to be another 
Indian maiden, but I know.

This matter should be pub- 
lished regardless of whether the 
so-called Official Organ ever 


prints a line of stamp news or a 
single article about postage 
stamps. 

Editor Fennel offers some ex- 
cuse for not favoring the printing 
of Society matter. It should be 
his duty to educate correspond- 
ents as to what and how to pre- 
pare copy that is newsy. 

What most Societies lack is a 
more active interest of the mem- 
bers at large in the affairs of the 
societies. If we can get each and 
every member actually and vitally 
interested in the affairs and ac- 
tivities of the society the society 
will grow and prosper much fas- 
ter than ever before. 

Let the Editor of our Official 
Organ study this situation, let him 
devise ways and means to create 
and hold interest of the various 


members and he will be doing a 
worth while work for the society. 
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It is all 


very well to run an 
article on Afghanistan through 


seventeen monthly numbers (more 
or less), yet the value of such an 


article is killed by making it al- 
most inaccessible to anyone who 


is interested in it. 

What could be better than that 
the society reduce the size of the 
Official Organ to a size sufficient 
to cover actual Society reports and 
news and then to publish in the 
form of small booklets, such really 


worthy articles as may be sub- 
mitted by the membership, these 


booklets to be supplied at a few 
cents each, actual cost to Society 
Members. By this method, each 
member could purchase such book- 
lets as are of interest and the mat- 
ter therein could then be preserved 
in such manner that it would be 
accessible when wanted. 


YORKTOWN 
STAMPS 


Elsewhere in this 
issue is printed the 
official announce- 
ment of the new Yorktown Stamps 
which are to be put on sale on 
October 19-20. Collectors who will 
be interested in securing first day 
covers of these stamps need only 
read the article carefully and do 
exactly as it tells them to do. The 
Postoffice department has no time 
to read letters with freak requests 
for specially prepared covers, for 
requests for plate number blocks 
or other special pieces. If you must 
have material of that sort the one 
and only way to get it is to locate 
a correspondent in the cities where 
the stamps are to be placed on sale 
and make arrangements with those 


parties to supply you just what 
you want. 
It will be, noted that the limit 


of covers has been reduced from 
25 which has been the custom with 


former issues, to ten covers for 
this issue. 
Another unusual yet welcome 


proceedure with this issue is the 
preparation of the stamps long 
enough before their date of issue 
that it is expected that a distri- 
bution can be made all over the 
country in time for placing them 
on sale in most postoffices by Oc- 
tober 20th. This should save col- 
lectors sending to the Agency at 
Washington for a supply and thus 
get them in your hands quicker 
for it is a matter of fact that or- 
ders for special stamps from Wash- 
ington in the past couple years 
have been very slow in being filled.

collectors will

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without regulation surrounding it 
that helped to kill the popularity 
of Dedication and Special Event 
Air Mail Covers. Collectors of 
these covers rather than be satis- 
fied with one for their collection, 
formed the habit of getting five, 
ten or maybe 25 covers of an event, 
then each collector naturally be- 
came a dealer and with no one to 
sell to for others who were inter- 
ested had in most cases secured 
covers for themselves. 

It did not take long for those 
who had been accumulating covers 
to learn that they had no market 
for their surplus and this naturally 
made them disappointed and dis- 
couraged and eventually caused 
them to lose interest in the hobby 
which they themselves helped to 
kill by their own actions. 

The situation with first day cov- 
ers of new stamps, is exactly sim- 
ilar. Too many collectors are get- 
ting quantities of these covers, the 
demand will not quickly absorb 
them and these stamps are sure 
to be in the market for many years 
at very low prices. Collectors who 
speculate in this manner would do 
far better to leave the speculation 
and business of selling stamps and 
covers to the dealers who make this 
their business. Get one cover for 
yourself if you want to do so but 
take the rest of your money and 
put it into something else for your 
collection. The single cover you 
have bought will advance in price 
much more rapidly for the simple 
reason that the number issued will 
be much smaller than it has been 
in the past. Dealers who handle 
these covers will not buy in large 
enough quantity to keep stock for 
years, they will rather buy a suf- 
ficient number for quick sale and 
let the future take care of itself. 


USELESS 
STAMPS 


A Committee of Ship- 
ping Clerks have rec- 
ommended that the 
20¢ Special Delivery along with 
the $5.00 postage stamp be dis- 
continued from issue. It is claimed 
for the 20c stamp that it is prac- 
tically an unused stamp. This 
statement may or may not be cor- 
rect but it comes from a body of 
men who handle vast quantities of 
mail for business houses who 
would be most apt to use this 
stamp and they doubtless know 
what they are talking about. Com- 
paring it however with the $5.00 
postage it is evident even to the 
Editor of a stamp paper that the 
$5.00 stamp is more frequently 
seen by a collector and seems more 
in the market than does the 20c 
Special Delivery. If this belief is 
true it would appear that collec- 
tors who want something to look 
for and lay away for the future 
would do well to concentrate on 
this 20¢ van Delivery.

1. A feather bed is not mailable. 


2. A pair of onions will go for 
two scents. 


3. Ink bottles must be 
when sent by mail.

4. Over three pounds of real es- 
tate are not mailable. 


5. Persons are compelled to lick 
their own stamps; the post- 
master cannot be made to do 
this. 


6. Persons are earnestly — re- 
quested not to send _ postal 
cards with money orders en- 
closed, as large sums are lost 
this way. 


Nitro-glycerine must be for- 
warded at the risk of the 
sender. If it should blow up 
in the hands of the postmaster 
he cannot be held responsible. 


8. A stamp of the foot is not suf- 
ficient to carry a letter. 


9. It is unsafe to mail apple or 
fruit trees with the fruit on 
them, as some clerks have a 
weakness for such thing's. 


10. Ducks cannot be sent through 
the mail when alive. The 
quacking would disturb the 
slumbers of the clerks on the 
postal cars. 


11. When watches’ are _ sent 
through the mail, if the sender 
will put a notice on the out- 
side, the postmasters will wind 
them and keep them running. 


12. John Smith gets his mail from 
674,279 postoffices, hence a 
letter addressed John Smith, 
United States, will reach him. 


13. When candy is sent through 
the mail it is earnestly re- 
quested that both ends of the 
container be left open so that 
the employees of the postoffice 
may test its quality. 


14. Alligators over ten feet in 
length are not allowed to be 
transmitted in the mail. 


15. The placing of stamps upside 
down on letters are prohibited.

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SUGGEST POSTAL CHANGES 


To the Postmaster General 
of the United States: 
Sir: 


In view of the present status of 
the world’s most efficient post- 
office, that of the United States, 
we take the liberty of presenting 
to your honorable consideration an 
opinion formulated after con- 
tinued research into this subject 
over a period of years, and with 
extensive facilities. 

This opinion concerns some pos- 
sible methods of improvement and 
economy in the post office depart- 
ment. 

First: That the size of parcels 
to be shipped by mail have less 
restrictive limitations. That the 
range be increased for instance, 
to 100 inches or 100 pounds. 

Second: That the postage rate 
on printed matter be increased. 
We have frequently observed mat- 
ter in our offices extending be- 
tween one-fourth and _ one-half 
pound and bearing but two cents 
postage. The contents of these 
letters are usually out of com- 
mercial classification. 

Third: That certain postal ad- 
hesives be eliminated from print. 
A list of “prospects” for the scrap 
heap: 

20c special delivery—This is a 
practically unused stamp, and the 
cost of printing and maintenance 
of plates is probably well in ex- 
cess of receipts from it. 

$5 regular postage—This stamp 
has the same faults as the above. 
Most firms use the one and two 
dollar values anyhow. 

Fourth: That the colors of the 
one and one-half cents stamp and 
the four cent stamp be made to 
differentiate. The new Harding 
and Taft stamps are very excellent 
in artistic and mechanical execu- 
tion but are giving flagrant of- 
fense because of the similarity of 
design and color. There is usu- 
ally no difference in color and the 
difference in vignettes is not eas- 
ily observed in rapid handling, 
even difficult in the case of the 
precancelled stamps. We _ have 
suffered a number of losses due to 
errors in confusing the two 
stamps. Even more disturbing 
than the direct financial loss is the 
perturbing return of mail shipped 
with one and one-half cents where 
four cents should have been used. 

Fifth: To the issuance of com- 
memorative adhesives, we are at- 


tracted. These stamps are of edu- 
cational value and recipients of 


mail franked with this type of 
stamp are attracted to it. It is, 
to be frank, a valuable advertise- 
ment.

BRITISH STAMPS OBSOLETE 


We were informed that all 
stamps of Great Britain, except 
the Georgian issues, were obsolete, 
and considering this a matter of 
ereat importance and wishing to 
confirm it, we wrote the Postmas- 
ter General the following letter: 


July 23, 1931. 
Honorable Postmaster General 
London, England. 
Sir: 

On April 2d we wrote you as fol- 
lows: 

“We have been informed that 
the Victorian and Edwardian 
stamps of Great Britain have been 
demonetized and are no _ longer 
available for postage in the United 
Kingdom. If this is the fact, we 
would thank you for the informa- 
tion.” 

May we have your reply to this 
note?

We append the Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s reply. 


7 August, 1931. 
Gentlemen, 

With reference to your letter of 
the 23rd of July, I am directed by 
the Postmaster General to confirm 
that Victorian and Edwardian 
stamps are no longer valid for 
the prepayment of postage in this 
country, and are not repurchased 
by the Post Office.
